Begin to Cairo. Begin told 
ABC's Barbara W alters Satur­ 
day he would go if invited 
Sadat, who stepped into his­ 
tory as the first Arab leader to 
come to Israel, urged that the 
holy city of Je ru sa le m be 
m ade an open city for the 
faithful of Christianity, Islam 
and Judaism . Begin countered 
la te r by opening I s r a e l’s 
borders to Egyptian citizens.

Although there were no con­ 
cessions, both men expressed 
a willingness to negotiate a 
Middle East peace. Sadat and 
Begin m et later at a working 
dinner where Foreign Ministry 
sources said the private talks 
will be much m ore important 
than the public statem ents. 
Sadat is to leave for Egypt 
today and does not plan to 
extend his visit, Egyptian offi­ 
cials said. 
“ ... We a n d you h a v e 
reached the brink of a horrible 
abyss and a terrible catastro­ 
phe unless we together do not 
today seize the opportunity for 
a permanent and just peace,” 
Sadat told the 3.3 m illion 
Israelis from the podium of 
their legislature, the Knesset. 
He spoke for an hour from a 


prepared address, perspiring 
profusely and frequently wip­ 
ing his mouth and brow with a 
handkerchief tucked into the 
right inside pocket of his char­ 
coal gray suit. 
Neither leader varied from 
positions previously made pub­ 
lic about an Arab-Israeli peace 
though both seized the exuber­ 
ance of the historic moment to 
go further in creating normal 
relations betw een their two 
countries. 
But Sadat, reading from a 
triple-spaced, 69-page text in 
Arabic, said he did not make 
the unprecedented visit to 
Israel to conclude a separate 
peace with it 
He offered a 
five-point peace plan to be dis­ 
cussed at a reconvened Gene­ 
va Middle East peace confer­ 
ence 
It called for Israeli with­ 
draw al from occupied Arab 
territories and the creation of 
a Palestinian state. 
His recognition of Israel’s 
existence was not new What 


was new was that he repeated 
it in the Israeli Knesset. 
"W e rejected you in the 
past, yes." Sadat admitted to 
a people who are in a state of 
war with his nation and fought 
it four times in 29 years “ We 
refused to meet with you, yes 
We described you as the so- 
called' Israel 
Yes. This did 
occur. 
“ I tell you today and 1 de­ 
clare to the whole world that 
we agree to live with you in a 
permanent and just peace. We 
do not want to besiege you 
with rockets ready to destroy 
and we do not want you to be­ 
siege us similarly. We do not 
want reciprocal rockets of 
hate and bitterness. 
“ I have declared more than 
once that Israel has become a 
fact that the world has recog­ 
nized and whose security and 
existence have been guaran­ 
teed by the two superpowers. 
Since we want peace truly and 
honestly, we welcome you to 
live in our midst in safety and 


security, truly and honestly.’’ 
Sadat re sta te d som e the 
Arab positions — creation of a 
Palestinian state and w ith­ 
drawal from all Arab territory 
occupied in the 1967 Six Day 
War. Political observers said 
this could help cool the violent 
turm oil that has sw ept the 
Arab world in opposition to his 
visit. 
But the Palestinians said in 
Beirut that he had recognized 
Israel and in doing so he had 
surrendered to the Knesset. 
The Israeli Knesset building 
sits on the sum m it of a hill 
above the Valley of the Cross. 
As Sadat spoke, the old Israeli 
warriors of three decades and 
four wars sitting below the 
cedar podium — Golda Meir, 
Moshe Dayan, Yitzhak Rabin 
and Begin — nodded and ap­ 
plauded 
Sadat, wearing a charcoal 
suit and blue polka dot tie. 
said, “ I would go to the end of 
the world (for peace), I would 
go to Israel.” And he said his 


journey to Israel “could prove 
a radical turning point" in the 
Holy Land, which has seen 
four Arab-Israeli wars in the 
past 29 years.

“ Everything must and can 
be negotiated,” he said Sadat, 
on the dais to his left, nodded 
occasionally or looked up at 
the ceiling reflectively. 
“ No side will present pre­ 
conditions," Begin said.

Scream: 'Kill the traitor' 
Egyptians 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (U PI) - 
Even as Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat personally ap­ 
pealed for a Palestine state 
before the Israeli parliam ent, 
defiant Palestinians Sunday 
scream ed for his blood and de­ 
nounced him as a traitor. 
“ Spill the tra ito r’s blood. 
Spit in his face,” demanded 
Zuheir Mohsen, leader of the 
pro-Syrian 
Saiqa 
Palestinian 
guerrilla group. 
Saiqa distributed thousands 
of leaflets in Beirut refugee 
cam ps calling on the Egyptian 
arm y to ‘‘oppose this treason” 


and for all Arabs to “follow 
the traitor Sadat to the ends of 
the earth, to spill his blood 
and carry out the just sen­ 
tence.” 
In Damascus, hundreds of 
Syrian and Palestinian demon­ 
strators storm ed through the 
capital’s streets and refugee 
cam ps and shouted, ‘‘Kill the 
traitor. Kill the traito r.” 
Yasser Arafat, chairm an of 
the Palestine Liberation Or­ 
ganization. spoke shortly after 
dawn to some 3,000 Palestin­ 
ians at a guerrilla cem etery in 
B eirut and sharply attacked 


‘‘S adat’s abom inable v isit,” 
which he said betrayed the 
Arab cause. 
But the guerrilla leader, 
dressed in dark green combat 
uniform and wearing a mili­ 
tary cap, added: 
“ I hereby 
c h a lle n g e B eg in and h is 
friends. Even the shock of 
Sadat cannot sink the Palestin­ 
ian revolution.” 
George Habash, leader of 
the radical Popular Front for 
the Liberation of P alestine 
(P F L P ), said in a rare press 
statem ent that the Sadat visit,

Pa. House gets budget, 
sets for partisan tussle 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 
latest budget proposal — the 
Senate’s solution to the six- 
month fight over spending and 
taxes — goes to the House this 
week and a tough challenge 
from the Republicans, busi­ 
ness and probably some Demo­ 
crats. 
The Republicans say they 
are opposed to new taxes. 
B u sin ess say s th e S e n a te 
dumped too much of the tax 
burden on its shoulders 
And som e D em ocrats are 
afraid that the Senate package 
may not raise the $300 million 
Pennsylvania’s 31 state-related 
colleges and universities have 
been w aiting for since last 
July. 
The Senate proposal, passed 
Thursday after weeks of ran­ 
corous partisan squabbling, 
would increase the personal in­ 
come tax from 2 to 2.1 percent 


and the corporate net income 
tax from 9.5 to 11 percent. 
The senators plan to act this 
week on the rest of their pack­ 
age — a bill to tax out-of-state 
utilities generating in Pennsyl­ 
vania and shipping gas and 
electricity back over the state 
line, and another to trim the 
need for new taxes by $82 m il­ 
lion.

Canal treaty five votes 
shy of Senate rejection 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
United Press International poll 
shows Senate opponents of the 
Panam a Canal treaties only 
five votes short of the 34 need­ 
ed to deny the constitutional 
two-thirds m ajority required 
for ratification. 
And with 32 senators still un­ 
co m m itte d , 
the 
opponents 
have fertile ground in which to 
seek the needed "no” votes, 
even though a m ajority of the 
uncom m itted a re expected 
eventually to support the tre a ­ 
ties. 
The poll of 100 senators or 
close aides showed 29 opposed 
or leaning against ratification 
of the treaties which call for 
turning over control of the 
canal to Panam a by the year 
2000 
Only 39 senators are com­ 
mitted or leaning toward rati­ 
fication, far short of the 67 
“ yes” votes or two-third m a­ 
jority the Constitution requires 
for ratification 
The poll also lent credence 
to Senate Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd’s decision to put 
off a vote until next year 
The West Virginia Dem o­ 
crat, form ally uncom m itted 


himself, refused to call up the 
treaties this year, saying he 
feared senators would be guid­ 
ed by ‘‘emotion rather than 
facts.”

Most of the vehement and 
violent anti-Sadat dem onstra­ 
tions around the world had 
spent themselves by Sunday 
and most wrath and anger was 
contained only in newspapers 
Official Damascus radio con­ 
fined itself to taking issue with 
parts of Sadat’s speech before 
the Israeli parliam ent. 
“ We take issue with the 
parts admitting the existence 
of Israel and giving the Jewish 
state the right of coexistence 
in the Middle E ast,” the radio, 
which carried brief excerpts 
from the speech, said. 
The radio continued to refer 
to Sadat as a “ traitor” in re­ 
porting his various activities 
during his first full day in 
Israel but did not offer any 
further official comment on 
the address. 
Al Ba’ath, organ of the rul­ 
ing Syrian party, appeared in 
a mourning form at with its 
front page fringed in black. 
The Syrian press attaked the 
Sadat visit in banner headlines 
as a “black day” and a "jour­ 
ney of shame ” 


10-year hiatus ends 


JERU SA LEM (U P I) - Anw ar Sadat 
prayed with his Moslem brethren Sunday and 
visited the sacred sites of the Holy City Sun­ 
day in a reverent tour that dramatized Jerusa­ 
lem s triple heritage of Judaism , Christianity 
and Islam 
The Egyptian president, the first Arab 
leader to visit Jerusalem since Israel took 
over the entire city during the 1967 war, sat 
shoeless and cross-legged in the 1,250-year-old 
Al Aksa Mosque during a dawn prayer service 
marking the Moslem feast of sacrifice, Id al 
Adha 


Sadat, leader of the most powerful Arab 
state, was solemn-faced and appeared lost in 
private thoughts. He spoke only in unison with 
the 1.500 other worshipers as they chanted 
“ Allah is great ” 
The imam, or Moslem preacher, noted 
"Arabs in all the world, through satellites and 
television screens,” were looking to Palestine 


"Abandoning Jerusalem is like abandoning 
Mecca," he said. 
Hot television lights beaded Sadat's face 
with sweat as he rose, bowed and knelt five 
times, touching his head to kiss the carpeted 
floor. He fingered a small strand of prayer 
beads and swayed from side to side during the 
45-minute prayer service. 
Sadat's bodyguards remained standing and 
watchful in the stone and m arble shrine, where 
Jordan's King Abdullah was assassinated in 
1951 in a reprisal attack after he met Israel's 
Golda Meir. 
Blue-uniformed Israeli police held back a 
crowd of thousands of Arabs cheering "Sadat 
— Palestine" and other slogans as the Egyp­ 
tian leader later walked across the Moslem 
compound of Haram as-Sherif to the Dome of 
the Rock. He later went to the Church of the 
Holy Sepulcher in the old city’s Christian 
Quarter, the spot revered as Jesus Christ’s 
tomb.

CAIRO, Egypt (UPI) - The 
people of Egypt prayed in 
th e ir m osques for Anw ar 
S adat's success Sunday and 
turned their eyes and ears to 
Jerusalem to hear their presi­ 
dent talk of peace in Israel, 
their traditonal enemy. 
T he n o rm a lly th ro n g e d 
streets of this ancient city 
were virtually empty. Millions 
of people sat quietly by televi­ 
sions and ra d io s in th e ir 
homes and cafes, hanging on 
every word of Sadat's speech 
to the Israeli Knesset 
Public 
reaction 
appeared 
highly favorable to Sadat, and 
he seemed certain to get a 
hero's welcome when he re­ 
turns home today. 
The Egyptian leader repeat­ 
ed the familiar Arab calls for 
Israel to withdraw from occu­ 
pied Arab lands and to recog­ 
nize the Palestinians' right to 
establish their own state, and 
Sadat’s people cheered him for 
bringing that message to the 
heart of the Jewish state. 
“The Arabs who condemned 
S ad at for going to Isra e l 
should feel pretty foolish right 
now,” declared Mohammed 
Abdel Aal, 51, a carpenter who 
watched the speech at a cafe 
in downtown Cairo. 
“ While they were calling 
him a traitor, he was defend­ 
ing their cause face to face 
with Israel's leaders and re­ 
jecting any separate deal be­ 
tween Egypt and Israel,” he 
said. 
Samy Naggar, 24, a medical 
student, backed Sadat, but 
with some reservations. 
“The only thing I wonder 
about is whether he might be 
going a little too fast in all of 
this," he said. “ But this man 
has put his position in danger, 
maybe even his life, to defend 
the Arab cause, and yet he is 
maligned 
“ I don't know whether it 
will prove to be a mistake in 
the end, but I do know that my 
respect for his courage and in­ 
tegrity has grown and I think 
other Egyptians feel the same 
way ... If nothing else, the 
whole world should be con­ 
vinced that Sadat is sincere in 
his desire for peace.” 
Vice President Hosm Mo- 
barak and millions of other 
Egyptian Moslems turned to 
face Mecca at dawn and knelt 
in prayer, asking Allah for a 
s u c c e s s fu l c o n c lu sio n to 
Sadat s historic trip during Id 
al Adha, the feast com m e­ 
morating Abraham’s willing­ 
ness to sa c rifice his son, 
Isaac, to God 
For the first time since the 
overthrow of the monarchy in 
1952, Egyptians were able to 
hear the Arabic broadcasts of 
Radio Israel clearly and with­ 
out interference 
"Hie government apparently 
stopped jamming the broad­ 
casts for Sadat's visit. It was 
not known if in terferen ce 
would resum e after he returns 
today. 
The mosques of Cairo could 
not accom m odate all w or­ 
shipers Thousands massed at 
the great Abdin Square, in the 
heart of the Egyptian capital 
near the presidential palace. 


Palestinians denounce trip 
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Shah doubts oil prices hike 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
says the Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries is not 
likely to increase world oil prices if Iran and Saudi Arabia de­ 
cline to seek a raise. The Iranian leader told President Carter 
during a two-day visit to Washington last week he would active­ 
ly try to keep oil prices down at the upcoming OPEC meeting 
in Caracas, Venezuela In an interview broadcast Sunday on 
ABC-TVs "Issues and Answers” program, he predicted Saudi 
Arabia also will decline to seek a world oil price increase next 
year. “ I don't think the Saudis will even push for an increase,” 
he said. He expressed doubt lesser oil producing countries could 
“ carry the ball by themselves'' and win support for an increase 
from OPEC. 


British firemen's strike turns nasty 


LONDON (U P I) — Britain's 35,000 striking firefighters 
warned Sunday they may try to hinder military troops drafted 
to put out fires unless they get a reply from the government on 
their demands for more pay. Ken Cameron of the Fire Brigades 
Union National Executive said, “ So far, except for a few isolat­ 
ed incidents, servicemen have not been obstructed. Nor have 
people who have crossed picket lines to help them “ If we don't 
get a reply from the cabinet in the next few days, then the 
strike will become very bitter,” he said The warning coincided 
with the worst fire since the strike began last Monday. Fire 
raged through an industrial estate in east London's Stratford 
district. It was fought by soldiers using a dozen old civil de­ 
fense fire trucks 


Carter's insulation drive 
may sink on price, quality 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Investigation indi­ 
cates President Carter’s drive to insulate nine 
out of every 10 American homes by 1985 may 
run afoul of rising prices, inadequate supplies 
and low quality insulation products. 
Gerald Tebeau, an economist with a House 
energy subcommittee, says the home insula­ 
tion market is already hardpressed to meet the 
demands of energy-conscious homeowners. 
Studies conducted for the government indi­ 
cate the spate of energy legislation proposals 
still pending before Congress will aggravate 
this problem and, without careful preparation, 
will increase the hasty, unregulated production 
of poor quality insulation. 
“ In some ways, they (the insulation pro­ 
posals) could become sort of a pipe dream if 
not properly implemented,” Tebeau said. 
The energy legislation proposals include 
federal tax credits, grants and loans designed 
to persuade Americans to insulate their 
homes. 
There is a program to determine the en­ 
ergy efficiency of schools, hospitals and public 
buildings There are programs to test new en­ 
ergy approaches in government buildings. 
But Tebeau said production of mineral 


fiber insulation is already straining the capaci­ 
ty of existing plants. 


Suppliers of new types of insulation, with 
new ways to install them, are rushing into 
business at a clip that raises serious quality- 
control questions. 
The National Association of Home Builders 
also called insulation shortages “ a national 
problem” in a recent report, saying, “ As far 
as we can determine, all manufacturers are 
shipping on an allocation basis. They are tak­ 
ing on no new customers.” 


A study conducted by IC F Inc. suggested 
excessive demand might inflate prices, at least 
in the short run. and said that would “ negate 
or partially offset any positive effects the tax 
credit might provide.” 


Tebeau said accurate data on what has 
happened to insulation prices so far “ is con­ 
fused and hard to come by,” with some 
sources contending they have multiplied and 
others claiming little change. 
More important, he said, is the need to pay 
more attention to quality and safety standards 
in home insulation products, an aspect largely 
neglected so far.

(U P I) — A pair of teen-age kidnap­ 
pers who snatched an 11-year-old boy but were captured 15 
hours later, wanted $30.000 fast so they could leave home, po­ 
lice said Sunday John Reiser, 17, and Scott Joseph Timmons, 
19, faced arraignment on charges of kidnapping, conspiracy to 
kidnap and auto theft They were arrested during the weekend 
following an intense manhunt on the San Francisco Peninsula 
that ended when a police SWAT team smashed through a Menlo 
Park motel door and freed Niels Legallet, son of a wealthy San 
Francisco tanning company executive The suspects wanted to 
make quick, easy money so they could leave the San Francisco 
Bay Area and get a new start in life, said Sgt James Eldrege 
of the Burlingame Police Department.

Wyoming cities of Douglas and Casper, 13 inches fell at Broa- 
dus, Mont , 12 inches at Ellsworth Air Force Base near Rapid 
City. S D. and at Fargo, N.D , and 10 inches at Sharon and 
Abereombie, N.D A foot of snow was reported near the Eisen­ 
hower Tunnel on Interstate 70 west of Denver. Salt Lake City 
was hit with eight inches overnight, including five inches within 
two hours 


Greek leader claims re-election 


ATHENS, Greece (U P I) — Prime Minister Constantine 
Caramanlis claimed victory in the Greek national election early 
today but his share of seats in the new parliament will be 
drastically reduced The Socialist party led by Andreas Papan- 
dreou moved into second place with a dramatic advance, oust­ 
ing the liberal Democratic Center Union of George Mavros 
With half the vote tabulated. Caramanlis had 42 7 percent of the 
votes and Papandreou 24 8 percent. On this basis, officials pre­ 
dicted Caramanlis would gain about 175 seats in the 300-seat 
parliament and Papandreou about 90 In the old parliament. 
Carmanlis had 216 seats and Papandreou 15 The Democratic 
Center Union had 60 seats and now was expected to have only 
16 The electoral officials predicted the Communist party would 
get nine seats and more than eight percent of the vote

Bottle ban 
could save 
oil: GAO 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
General Accounting Office 
study shows a national throw­ 
away bottle ban could save up 
to 80,000 barrels of oil a day, 
Sen. Bob Packwood, R-Ore., 
reported Sunday. 
Packwood said the GAO 
study showed the ban also 
would save "millions of tons” 
of aluminum, steel and glass 
each year and reduce soft 
drink and beer prices by more 
than $1.8 billion. 
Packwood is one of the spon­ 
sors of a bill to require a 5- 
cent deposit on all beverage 
containers. 
The legislation is patterned 
after an Oregon law and simi­ 
lar laws adopted more recent­ 
ly by Michigan and Maine. 
A summary of the GAO re­ 
port was released by Pack- 
wood’s office Sunday. Presi­ 
dent C a rte r’ s R eso u rce 
Conservation Committee will 
release the full document to­ 
day at hearings in Portland, 
Ore. 


“ I challenge Presid en t 
Carter to come forward in 
support of this vital legisla­ 
tion,” Packwood said. 
The report said the use of 
refillable bottles would result 
in job losses in the container 
producing industry but this 
would be more than offset by 
increased employment in bev­ 
erage production, distribution 
and retailing, resulting in a 
net gain in jobs estimated at 
37,000. 


Jet crash killed 126 


FUNCHAL, Madeira Islands 
(U P I) — Survivors of a plane 
crash that killed 126 persons 
described Sunday a scene of 
terror and panic inside the 
Portuguese jetliner as it over­ 
shot a foggy runway on this 
Atlantic island, bounced over a 
cliff and exploded in flames on 
the beach below. 
Hospital officials said 39 
persons among the 164 passen­ 
gers and crew survived the 
Saturday night crash, but sev­ 
eral were in critical condition. 
The injured included two 
members of the cabin crew 


and four children, aged 4 to 10 
The TAP airlines Boeing 727, 
on a flight from Brussels to 
Madeira, carried 116 Portu­ 
guese passengers, who board­ 
ed during a Lisbon stopover, 
and 40 foreigners including 
Belgians, Italians, one Span­ 
iard and a South African. It 
carried a crew of eight. It was 
the airline’s first fatal acci­ 
dent in its history. 
“ A lot of the passengers' 
relatives were waiting in the 
a irp o rt when the plane 
bounced over the cliff,” an 
airport official said.

It s hard to believe! It just 
can’t be! I’m really glad that 
wind didn't hit my place or my 
house would be gone! 
Those are just some of the 
com m ents that flashed through 
West Ender's minds this week­ 
end as they drove past the 
C h e s tn u th ill 
E le m e n ta r y 
School and took a gander at a 
huge 20-foot-high spruce tree 
that was snapped off from its 
trunk and hurled 30 feet away 
during the vicious wind storm 
th a t stru ck the W est End 
Thursday night. 
The huge evergreen, 15 feet 
in d iam eter in places, was 
once a stately tree in a clump 
of about a dozen spruce trees 
that dot the edge of the play­ 
g round a re a b etw ee n the 
C hestnuthill School and the 
new John C. M ills M iddle 
School When the wind tore it 
off the main trunk, it scat­ 
tered debris and sm all limbs 
in a wide path until the tree fi­ 
nally rested in the front lawn 
of the school. 
School Superintendent John 
Nye said when the new middle 
school was built, there was an 
effort made to preserve the 
tall spruces, but he said three 
trees were damaged by the 
wind storm . In addition to the 
main tree snapped off at its 
base, another 10-foot high top 
of an evergreen was snapped 
off and landed upside down on 
a swing set.

West Enders are most noted 
for their oyster filling that al­ 
most always accompanies the 
stuffed turkey and convention­ 
al filling. Almost any oldtim er 
here will tell you that the fall 
is the beginning of the oyster 
season again (Oysters are not 
purchased here during any 
month that does not contain an 
" r ” in it.) Housewives begin 
to make oyster stew on cold 
fall days leading into winter, 
but the sea food product has a 
special place of honor during 
the Thanksgiving holidays. 
Some tim e ago we shared 
with you the oyster filling rec­ 
ipe from Mrs. Clara White of 
Kunkletown, who traditionally 
serves oyster filling with her 
Sunday dinners, as well as on 
Thanksgiving. 
Here is a scalloped oyster 
recip e from a K unkletow n 
kitchen. Clean 25 oysters. Mix 
two tablespoons of m elted fat 
an one cup of cracker crumbs 
together. Grease a baking dish 
and sp rin k le p a rt of th e 
crumbs in it. Put in a layer of 
oysters and sprinkle salt and 


pepper over it. Then put in an­ 
other layer of crackers and 
oysters and seasoning. Pour a 
quarter of a cup of strained 
oyster broth on top 
Finish 
with a layer of crumbs on top 
Bake in a hot oven about 20 
minutes until the crumbs are 
brown 
If dried crumbs are 
used, one cup or more of liq­ 
uid may be added 
Oysters in the West End are 
also cooked in a white sauce 
until the edges curl and are 
served with the sauce to which 
celery or parsely has been 
added. Or, have you ever tast­ 
ed “ panned oysters." 
H ere’s how they are made 
You heat a pan “ over the 
fire," and put 25 cleaned oys­ 
ters in the pan without water 
You shake the pan over the 
fire until the oysters plump up 
and the edges are curled Then 
you add two tablespoons of 
butter and a quarter teaspoon 
of salt and stir. They are 
served on toast with lemon 
juice sprinkled on top. 
Believe it or not there still 
is an oyster man who travels 
some of the backroads in the 
West End going from house to 


house dispatching oysters into 
housewives' containers 
It is im portant, however, 
th at the o y sters really be 
cleaned well, especially when 
they are purchased fresh, be­ 
cause bits of seaweed or shell 
can attach them selves. 
To 
clean the oysters you have to 
take each one in your hand 
and remove any bits of shell 
If the liquid is to be used. 


it's important to strain it so 
that no piece of shell is in it.

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Sadat visit 
historic thrust 


Egyptian President Anwar Sadat made history Sun­ 
day He also made it plain that the tim e for reason and 
moderation has come to the tangled and bitter Middle 
East impasse. 
Until now. Sadat has lived in the shadow of his 
dashing, 
charism atic predecessor, 
the 
late Gam al 
Abdul Nasser 
But Sadat has displayed uncommon 
courage, daring and imagination in presenting the Arab 
case to the Israeli parliam ent, the Knesset. 
The meeting between Sadat and Israeli Prim e M in­ 
ister Menahem Begin has been described as historic, 
and it is in both the literal and rhetorical senses of the 
word How vital the meeting and Sadat’s address to the 
Knesset are to the cause of peace; how central the 
tacit admission of Israel’s existence and legitim acy as 
a nation is to a resolution of the Middle East conflict 
becomes more obvious with every denunciation of 
Sadat by Palestinian and Arab extrem ists. 
People such as George Habash. who heads the Pop­ 
ular Front for the Liberation of Palestine, a radical 
group, yelled for Sadat’s blood. The Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organization called Sadat a traitor. Arab nations 
denounced the visit as hum iliating and Syria declared a 
period of mourning for the duration of the visit. 
It is ever thus when the signal is given that it is 
tim e to quit posturing and playing vicious games and 
pretending to a set of circum stances that doesn’t exist. 
Those who have dwelled longest in the darkness start 
the most violently when the lights turn on And Sadat's 
visit has done precisely that: It has put on the official 
record of Middle East history that Israel exists; that it 
has a right to exist unmolested and that it must be ne­ 
gotiated with on the points of territorial boundaries and 
an independent state of Palestine. 
Those who are screaming “tra ito r!” are those who 
have dreamed the longest of returning to a tim e when 
their land was a homogenuous one that rippled only 
with the usual fam ily arguments. Sadat has said, in ef­ 
fect. that the Middle East cannot revert to such a tim e 
or such a state of affairs. Israel is there to stay. 
There are more reasonable ground on which to. if 
not criticize, then abate one’s enthusiasm for the Sadat 
visit to Israel In a negotiating atmosphere as charged 
and divisive as this one is, anything that raises the pos­ 
sibility of a separate peace between two of the negotia­ 
tors introduces a measure of suspicion and unease that 
does not lend w ell to successful compromise And. ack­ 
nowledging that Sadat is an im pulsive, gambling man 
of emotion and flamboyance, we wonder if this dram at­ 
ic gesture might not untrack the bargaining over such 
delicate m atters as relocating refugees, redrawing na­ 
tional boundaries, settling property claim s and so on 
Nonetheless, the historic meeting has introduced an 
air of sanity and reason into a situation that at tim es 
has seemed to be the original Gordian knot. It has de­ 
monstrated that people, no m atter how divided, can 
still talk about their positions And it has extended hope 
that, if these two long-term enemies can meet in 
friendly fashion, so can others also divided over tribal 
m atters

Strangling wineries 


Pennsylvania should help the wine industry, but in­ 
stead leaders of this relatively new kind of enterprise 
say that state regulations are “ strangling” them. 
This is part of what is wrong with our Common­ 
wealth 
It encourages investment in wine making, 
seems to give the firm s encouragement, and then strin­ 
gently lim its the merchandising of their wares. 
J Richard Nissley, head of a winery at Bainbridge 
and president of the Pennsylvania Wine Producers As­ 
sociation, told officials that the industry is in trouble. 
We need your help.” Nissley said. 
‘Let us live 
and make a good wine in Pennsylvania 
It is really up to the legislature to enact laws that 
w ill enable the Pennsylvania winemakers to compete 
with those from other states Many of the competitors 
are huge firm s that get a lot of cooperation from their 
states — notably New York and California 
The winemakers want to be allowed to set up ‘sat­ 
ellite’’ stores where they can sell their products, with­ 
out the necessity for having winemaking machinery in 
the store property 
They claim they are being severely hampered be­ 
cause present law says they must have such machinery 
at sites where they sell, either in the main winery or in 
other locations 
One m ajor maker in California throws out more 
gallons of wine a day in waste than a Pennsylvania 
winemaker is allowed to make and sell on his premises 
in a year — 100.(XX) gallons, the state was told 
The grievances were aired before members of the 
State Liquor Control Board, but the board cannot make 
the changes asked 
It is up to the legislature to give this young in­ 
dustry the chance it needs to produce more, sell more, 
produce more jobs, and help build the ailing state econ­ 
omy 
LANCASTER NEW ERA 
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WASHINGTON - The U.S. Army provided 
a m ilitary band and a chaplain — the music 
and the prayers — for a macabre meeting re­ 
cently of U.S. veterans with former Nazi shock 
troops at an SS graveyard. 
The Nazis once belonged to Adolph Hitler's 
dread Waffen SS, which was hated even by the 
regular German army. The Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica notes that Gestapo chief Heinrich 
Himmler. the Nazis’ most ruthless exponent of 
racism and terrorism, founded the SS. 
According to the encyclopedia, this elite 
force became “ an all-embracing empire within 
the Nazi state, at once the embodiment and 
the instrum ent of (H im m ler's) racial 
theories.” 
Yet uniformed members of Am erica’s 
Eighth Infantry Division band tootled funeral 
music as veterans of the U.S. 70th Division 
laid wreaths on the graves of dead SS troops 
near Bucholz, West Germany, on September 
26. And a U.S. m ilitary chaplain, believe it or 
not, pronounced an invocation over the graves. 
This strange gathering was inspired by an 
encounter in the United States a year ago. 
Three German visitors from the SS Sixth 
Mountain Hunter Division met the brother of a 
dead 70th Division soldier. After some beer 
drinking, a reunion was planned in West Ger­ 
many. 
Notices were published in U.S. Army Re­ 
serve publications. All veterans of the 70th Di­ 
vision, known in World War II as the Trailblaz- 
ers. were invited. About 80 signed up for the 
trip to their old battlefields in France and Ger­ 
many. 
The notices mentioned only that they 
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would meet with the Sixth Mountain Hunter 
Division, without adding it was an SS unit. 
Some of the former GIs, therefore, may not 
have known they would share their reunion 
with ex-Nazi shock troops. But this seems un­ 
likely since the SS unit opposed the 70th in 
both France and Germany during the war. 
The Americans met the Hitler veterans 
formally for the first time in the French town 
of Epinal. The SS men laid a wreath on U.S. 
graves in a m ilitary cemetery near a battle­ 
field where they had once fought. 
Then the Americans, who had invaded Ger­ 
many to free Europe from Nazism, journeyed 
with the Fuehrer’s finest across the same 
border to Bucholz, where the high point of the 
reunion occurred. 
First the mayor of Bucholz threw a recep­ 
tion for the former enemies. Then they gath­ 
ered together at the graveyard This was fol­ 
lowed by a dinner-dance where the men of the 
70th whooped it up with the SS veterans. 
Gen. George Blanchard, the U.S. Army 
commander in Europe, must have been aware 
of the odd reunion since he met the next day 


with the 70th Division veterans. The highest 
ranking U.S. officer at the SS meeting, retired 
Brig. Gen. Theodore Mataxis, told us: “ All it 
was was talk among people who fought 30 
years ago.” 
Mataxis is now assistant superintendent of 
the Valley Forge M ilitary Academy in Wayne, 
Pa. He told us he was aware the Germans 
were an SS unit, but noted that they had been 
combat troops. At the Nuremberg trials, the 
SS was condemned en masse with few excep­ 
tions. as a criminal organization. And for 
years, meetings of SS veterans were banned in 
postwar Germany. 
Footnote: At the Pentagon, the U.S. Army 
did not hold back on the facts. But a spokes­ 
man said the participation of the band and 
chaplain was the extent of official U.S. in­ 
volvement. 
Solar Blackout — Rep. Mike McCormack, 
D.-Wash., apparently doesn’t like too much 
sunlight. The scholarly, bespectacled former 
nuclear scientist isn’t eager to generate elec­ 
tricity from the sun. In place of solar energy, 
he would prefer to use the nuclear power that 
is produced at the Hanford Project where he 
used to work. He also tried to block out the 
sunlight recently from his House subcommit­ 
tee. Rep. Albert Gore, D.-Tenn., was question­ 
ing some expert witnesses about solar techno­ 
logy. He was developing information that 
would shed light on a $28 million solar project 
that McCormack opposed. 
“ We’re going to have to adjourn and sub­ 
mit our subsequent questions in writing,” 
snorted McCormack. 
“ Why is that, Mr. Chairman?” demanded 


Gore. “ I think this has a tremendous leverage 
on the future. I think this program is impor­ 
tant. I think we ought to explore it.” 
But McCormack wouldn’t budge. " I think 
perhaps we’d better schedule another oversight 
meeting,’’ he snapped. 
“ We can’t go for the rest of the day?” per­ 
sisted Gore. 
“ No,” repeated McCormack. “ I ’m sorry, 
we cannot.” 
The transcipt, which hasn’t been released 
to the public, shows Gore objecting: “ I would 
like the record to reflect that, as one member 
of the subcommittee, I have a number of 
specific questions . . . and I don’t have an op­ 
portunity to continue the questioning here 
today.” 
McCormack, growing more irritated, 
growled: “ I ’m sorry. We must terminate 
now.” 
Unpersuaded, Gore demanded again: 
“ Why?” 
“ I ’m sorry,” retorted McCormack, “ but it 
is necessary that we adjourn.” 


“ Without an explanation?” asked Gore in­ 
credulously. 
“ Yes, I ’m sorry,” said McCormack, with 
finality. 
“The meeting stands adjourned 
Thank you very much.” 
Footnote: McCormack told us he was com­ 
pelled to end the hearing because it had lasted 
beyond schedule. Gore had no comment on the 
incident, except to say McCormack is a fair- 
minded subcommittee chairman. The $28 mil­ 
lion solar project passed the House anyway 
over McCormack’s loud objections. 
Will Carter rise again?

WASHINGTON — President Carter has hit 
his first nadir. All presidents have nadirs, 
some as often as every six months, others 
quite rarely. It’s a result of everyone knowing 
that they're stuck with each other for a fixed 
four-year term. 
Anything can bring on a nadir. Franklin 
Roosevelt had one once owing to a sudden loss 
of interest in the work. He dawdled and doo­ 
dled for months near the beginning of his sec­ 
ond term Then he snapped out of it, which 
made things seem much better, and since the 
art of seeming and making others seem is the 
heart of the presidential craft, everyone imme­ 
diately felt better 
Carter had not yet learned how to seem 
properly 
The polio-crippled FD R used his 
handicap to seem stronger than ordinary men 
One of the ways he created the illusion was not 
to permit the newspeople to take pictures of 
him being assisted or seated in a wheelchair 
Thus the actual infirmities of the disease were 
never clearly depicted while this big, energetic 
torso of a man overcoming them was quite 
vivid 
Publicity rigor« 
Carter has no very obvious physical handi­ 
caps, unless you count the one noted by the 
New York Times recently under the headline 
of “ Rigors of the Presidency Are Showing Up 
in Carter's New Wrinkles.” The nub of the 
piece by Mr James T. Wooten is that the old 
peanut farmer is breaking down at the edges: 
“ There are new furrows in his brow, deeper 
creases in his cheeks, fresh lines around his 
eyes and more flesh beneath his chin, all testi­ 
mony to the incessant demand of White House 
responsibilities . . .” While this isn't as bad as 
an article suggesting he has to take uppers to 
drag himself through the day, it’s the type of 
publicity they hit you with when you're suffer­ 
ing through a nadir. 
Nadirs are more likely to occur in non­ 
election years unless the glutty surplus of po­ 
litical reporters can be kept distracted with 
all-expense paid seminars on emerging trends 
of the early '80s in Aspen If allowed to stay in 
Washington these people will fill their idle 
hours by commissioning public opinion polls 
This means 1,500 not too randomly selected cit­ 
izens, who haven’t given the matter a second 
thought, will be asked, “ Is Jim m y Carter liv­ 
ing up to your expectations?” Is your new 
Chevrolet, is your wife or husband, are your 
kids, are you living up to your expectations9 
Nothing is and nothing does. 


Armed with this data of unrivaled unrelia­ 
bility, 10,000 people can hop to their keyboards 
and write, “ With his popularity ratings in the 
polls slipping badly, it's fair to say that Presi­ 
dent Carter's 11-month-old administration is in 
trouble.” The phrase “ in trouble” is porten­ 
tous because it's so imprecise In fact, the 
trouble that a president is in when floating in 
the greasy waters of a full-fledged nadir is 
that he gets picked apart for what he and other 
presidents are praised for when floating on an 
apogee 
Thus the complaints over Carter surround­ 
ing himself with men and women who, we re 
given to understand, are provincial Georgia 
clods. John Kennedy was admired for his Mas­ 
sachusetts Irish Mafia, and there was a time 
when you could read about how Nixon's bright, 
young. Southern Californian men were bringing 
a fresh western je ne sais quoi to your nation's 
capital. They’ve got just as much je ne sais 
quoi in Georgia but, like a lot of good things, 
you can t see it during a nadir 
Too many idoa«? 
They’re picking on Jimmy for submitting 
too many ideas to Congress at one time and, 
as anyone familiar with that institution will 
tell you, even a single idea can be more than 
those 535 geniuses can handle. 
FD R said. “ It is a little bit difficult in our 
system of government to pursue two equally 
important things with equal emphasis at the 
same time That is darned hard.” Yet Roose­ 
velt himself scored some of his most impor­ 
tant legislative success when he was throwing 
a lot of things at Congress at once. At his best, 
FD R could seem four times larger than life, 
the personification of the word leadership, be­ 
cause he invited the country to do what it 
wanted to do anyway. He had the gift not of 
simply being lucky, but of knowing when he 
was lucky 
That's called timing, and this isn’t a par­ 
ticularly good moment Carter can't ask the 
country to do what it wants to do because it 
doesn’t know what it wants to do. The program 
he got elected on last autumn turned out to be 
conventional sloganeering There was no man­ 
date and no way to manufacture one 
But the days will pass, something will sug­ 
gest itself, or some happy catastrophe will 
offer Carter an opportunity to seem presidenti­ 
al and the first nadir will be over 
Washington

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FEUD BETWEEN ARTHUR BURtfS AND 
CARTER? — The Federal Reserve Board was 
created by Congress to be independent of the 
President, and if its chairman were subservi­ 
ent to the White House the “Fed’’ would not be 
doing its duty under the law 
There are differences in degree of empha­ 
sis between the President and Chairman 
Burns Mr Carter puts a somewhat higher pri­ 
ority on stimulating the economy and Burns 
places a higher priority on holding down infla­ 
tion Controlling the money supply has a bear­ 
ing on both There is far more agreement than 
disagreement between them. 
Mr Bums’ term of office runs out in Jan­ 
uary W ill he be reappointed1 A strong case 
can be made that the President’s basic objec­ 
tives would be well served by keeping Bums 
right where he is I doubt if the President has 
made up his mind, but one thing seems sure: 
If Carter does not re-appoint Burns, he will 
choose as successor a man whose views are 
nearly the same 
HOW FARES THE ERA? — It’s touch-and-go 
whether the supporters of the Equal Rights 
Amendment can get the necessary ratification 
in three more states before time runs out two 
years hence I hope they do I have long sup­ 
ported the amendment and I fail to see why 
there should be any legal or constitutional dis­ 
crimination between American citizens 
The ERA received a boost recently when 
Virginia voters defeated one of the amend­ 
ment's most powerful opponents in the State 
legislature 
If Virginia votes ratification in 
the near future it may give the amendment the 
new momentum it needs 
The tactics being employed by some ERA 
supporters in seeking congressional extension 
of the ratification period by several years 
seems to me ill-advised It is bad business to 
change the rules for ratification in the middle 
of the game Surely the ERA ought not to be 
brought into existence differently than other 
amendments and to do so would cast constitu- 
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tt^nal doubts on its validity from the start 
OOP PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES GETTING 
EAGER — The fact that the number of voters 
who call themselves Republicans is at an all- 
time low is not keeping potential 1980 Republi­ 
can presidential nominees from sniffing the po­ 
litical winds The number of ‘i-might-runs’’ 
now includes Sen. Howard Baker, George 
Bush, John Connally, Sen. Robert Dole, former 
President Ford and Ronald Reagan There wil 
be more starters before long 
Many Republicans hope that Reagan and 
Ford do not get into another divisive prelimi­ 
nary. At present such a contest seems inescap­ 
able My information is that Ford does not re­ 
lish running again but will almost certainly be 
induced to do so if Reagan makes another try.

New family deductions 


(Fourth of tovon column*) 
Countless numbers of you are probably un­ 
aware that you have just received a big and 
unexpected family tax bonus — getting back 
deductions you thought were lost or picking up 
extra deductions you had not counted on And 
it’s all due to a new Treasury ruling, reversing 
a previous position, that capital outlays count 
as support for dependents. Autos, TV sets, 
etc., can now help you meet the more-than-half 
support test needed to claim a dependency de­ 
duction. 
That's a happy bonanza not only for tax­ 
payers who have children but also for those of 
you who help support parents or other rela­ 
tives Say your son, Robert, is a college stu­ 
dent who earned $3,000 in 77 to pay for part of 
his expenses Your $2,000 provides the rest of 
his support and you also buy him a used car 
for $2,500 as a Christmas gift. 
Up to now, you co-'dn t claim Robert as a 
dependent, for you provided only 40 percent of 
his current living expenses But under the new 
ruling, your $2,500 Christmas gift counts as 
support. Along with your $2,000 in cash sup­ 
port, you've contributed more than Robert’s 
$3.000 And while in general a dependent’s in­ 
come must be less than $750, there is no in­ 
come limit for a child under age 19 or for a 
full-time student (Robert). 
The ruling is not limited to children. If you 
handle all other tests correctly, it can help you 
with any dependency claim. 
Say your mother lives in your home, re­ 
ceives $3,000 in Social Security, another $2,700 
in support from you You give her a $400 TV 
set for her own bedroom as a Christmas gift. 
The TV set counts as support you provide, 
which plus your $2,700 tops the $3,000 she pro­ 
vides for herself 
(Social Security benefits 
aren’t counted as income, so the $750 income 
limit doesn't enter this situation ) 
If you put the set in the family den, 
though, it becomes an item of family use, not 
support for your mother. The set doesn’t count 
for dependency purposes and you lose the de­ 
duction. 
Now say you buy a car, titled and regis­ 
tered in your name, but your son uses it about 
half the time. No part of the price of the car 
counts as support. You own it, your son merely 
uses it. So that’s not support. 
Instead, if you really want to give him the 
car, put title and registration of the car in 
your son's name — if he is to use it most of 
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the time The car is then a gift to your child 
and is added to support you provide. Keep your 
use of your son s car to a minimum, so it’s not 
a family item. 
Or say your son wants to buy a $4,000 car 
next year, and you provide $3,600 to pay for his 
other expenses You lose out. Your son is pay­ 
ing for the car entirely out of his own funds, so 
the full cost of the car is treated as support he 
provides himself in '78, even if he makes only 
a small downpayment. You flunk the more- 
than-half support test, lose a dependency de­ 
duction for your son 
If, though, you provide enough toward the 
purchase of the car to put him over the more- 
than-half support mark (as little as $210 in this 
case), you get the dependency deduction Your 
son wins too by keeping his personal exemp­ 
tion on his return. 
Can this be bad news for you, however, if 
your child already has bought a car in '77? 
Does the new ruling eliminate a dependency 
deduction you were expecting to get this year1 
No, there's a big break here. 
If the new rule affects you adversely, be­ 
cause you’re not providing the capital item, it 
does not apply to your ’77 return. If the ruling 
affects you favorably, it does supply to ’77 It’s 
a heads-you-win, tails-you-win deal for '77 — 
and this break can set up other special year- 
end strategies. 
For instance, say your dependent daughter 
is planning to buy a car soon out of hei own 
funds Tell her to buy before Dec. 31. Her pur­ 
chase won’t affect your deduction under the 
tax relief rule, for the car’s cost won't count 
against you. 
Or, says Prentice-Hall, say you’re planning 
to buy a car for your retired father who has 
provided some of his own support in ’77 with 
SS benefits. If you buy the car before Dec 31 
you may lock in a dependency deduction for 
him. The capital outlay counts as support you 
provide since it works in your favor.

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Maverick senator unlikely hero of state budget battle

Nolan did it again. 
Nolan, the crusty Allegheny 
County Democrat who some 
say was responsible for Penn­ 
sy lv a n ia 's budget c risis , 
turned the tables Thursday, 
playing what will be seen as 
the hero’s role in the Senate’s 
passage of a tax package. 
Nolan, who resigned his ma­ 
jority leader’s post in July be­ 
cause he said he could not vote 
to raise taxes, reversed form 
and designed the compromise 
that broke the two-month Sen­ 
ate impasse. It will increase 
personal and corporate income 
taxes. 
As last week began, it 
seemed highly unlikely Nolan 
would be the one to break the 


budget deadlock. After all, he 
had: 
— Resigned as m ajority 
leader because of his opposi­ 
tion to the wishes of many of 
his caucus. 
— Led a splinter group of 
five Democrats who voted 
against the $5.1 billion state 
budget. 
— Was singled out in a sting­ 
ing attack by Gov. Milton J. 
Shapp, who called the 61-year- 
old former union leader an 
“ obstructionist.” 
— Tried unsuccessfully to 
cut the budget passed Oct. 19, 
in order to provide $300 mil­ 
lion for state aided institutions 
and colleges. 
If it appears contradictory, 
at least inconsistent, that 


Nolan would be the person to 
offer his vote for taxes to 
break the deadlock, don't even 
stop to ponder Consistency is 
not one of the requirements of 
being a state senator. For if 
there is one thing Nolan is 
consistent with, that is his in­ 
consistency. 
For example, he tried to 
have the Senate pass a plan 
that would gradually raise the 
personal income tax to three 
percent by 1981. This, he con­ 
tends, would provide property 
tax relief for senior citizens. 
But then Nolan abandoned 
that position, after it garnered 
just one vote — his — when 
brought up on the Senate floor. 
He then devised the package 
which passed narrowly Thurs­ 


day night, with two parts of 
the plan remaining, but ex­ 
pected to now pass with rela­ 
tive ease this week. 


After Nolan introduced his 
plan, to raise personal and 
corporate income taxes, slap 
an export tax on electricity 
and natural gas shipped out­ 
side of Pennsylvania and to 
cut $82 million from the bud­ 
get. eyebrows raised all over 
the Capitol. 


Some legislators couldn’t be­ 
lieve it. To others, it was a 
typical Tom Nolan move, 
keeping everyone guessing 
Nolan, many thought, would 
come out of the tax contro­ 
versy a hero, for both solving 
it and trying for months to 
avoid a tax increase. A ready 
made platform for reelection 
next year. 
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What does Nolan think about 
it? 
“ I don’t see where this (his 
switch in positions) is a con­ 
tradiction,’’ Nolan told report­ 
ers. ‘‘We've just been spinning 
our wheels. We re at the point 
where somebody has to be re­ 
sponsible.'' 
Nolan quickly pointed out 
that the vote was, to him, a 
victory, because the tax in­ 
creases are much less than the 
original plans the legislature 
was to consider. 
In June, for instance, the in­ 
crease in personal income tax 
was pegged at 2 5 percent. By 
cutting it to 2.1 percent, Nolan 
feels he has won a victory. 
“ I've carried the fight as far 
as I can carry it,’’ he said 
Now the fight goes into the 
House of Representatives. 
It took seven votes, a fist 
fight, demonstrations, all-night 
sessions and the vote of a hos­ 
pitalized legislator for the 
House to pass the budget in 
August. 


What w ill happen in the 
House this time is anybody’s 
guess. It's pretty certain the 
tax package will require at 
least two votes. 


The house though, doesn’t 
have a Tom Nolan flitting 
around 


Maybe one will come out of 
the woodwork to work his 
magic on the legislative 
process.

TAX COLLECTOR

Saturday’s Record enclosed 
a sample of the results of a 
readership survey we complet­ 
ed this year. We are generally 
proud of the statistics and 
rather than hug them modestly 
to our breast, we wanted to let 
our little world of readers in 
on the news. 
To refresh, we went to lots 
of trouble and expense to get 
honest and impartial answers 
from a valid cross-section of 
Monroe County residents. Our 
goal was not really to find out 
how good and valuable we are, 
but to get a judgment on our 
role and learn what we could 
do better. 
We came up with some 
bragging statistics and some 
that are humbling. 
As you may have noticed 
Saturday, one of our proud 
points was discovering that of 
the 86 percent of the people 
who read a daily newspaper 
regularly, over 90 percent read 
The Record. 
One of the most humbling 
that somehow sticks in my 
mind is that only 39.1 percent 
admit they are apt to read this 
column. Ann Landers almost 
doubles that and even the 
Horoscope attracts 59.1. 
Another result which we 
considered 
negative came 
from the question: 
“ How 
much of the interesting local 
news do you feel you get from 
The Record?" The answer was 


“too little” from 40.6 percent. 
As we hope you noticed, this 
got us into establishing more 
daily space for local news and 
led to hiring an additional 
news person with still another 
scheduled to be added early 
next year. 
Beyond what w«f learned 
about ourselves, the survey 
also told us things about you. 
At the conclusions of the inter­ 
views the respondents were 
asked some semi-personal 
questions to provide the demo­ 
graphics. When the computer 
at Syracuse University put 
things together, these insights 
enabled us to judge whether 
we were doing best (or worst) 
with the older folks, young 
folks, rich or poor, natives or 
newcomers, men or women 
etc. 


As a side effect of the sur­ 
vey, since this was taken to 
obtain opinions from a true 
cross-section of the population, 
we can produce some gener­ 
alities on the county’s adults. 
The composite adult 
“per­ 
son” in the county is around 50 
years old, has no education 
beyond high school, has an in­ 
come of around $13,000, has 
lived here 20 or more years, is 
married and is slightly more 
female than male. 
The chances are also 50-50 
that the Monroe resident is not 
in the work force because 50.4 
percent of those interviewed 
listed either homemaker (29.9 


percent) or retired (20.5 per­ 
cent) as their occupation. 
Considering the obvious ac­ 
celeration of our population in 
the last decade, it is a little 
surprising to discover that 71.3 
percent have lived here 10 
years or more (26 percent 20 
years and 34 percent all their 
lives). 
The amount of education 
completed may surprise those 
who think in terms of the last 
few decades. Those who com­ 
pleted college account for 14 
percent but those with less 
than eighth grade schooling 
are 12.7 percent and 29.1, al­ 
most one-third, didn't com­ 
plete high school. On the other 
hand. 28.4 have at least some 
college. 
The family income is diffi­ 
cult to average. This is the 


table of replies: 
Under $5,000.....................13% 
$5,000-$10,000 ..................... 26 
$10,000-$15,000 ................... 21 
$15,000-$25,000 ................... 21 
Over $25.000 ...................... 5 
Decline to answer............ 14 
As the survey began one aim 
was to get a 50-50 split in 
male-female responses but 
last-report options given the 
interviewers resulted in 55 
percent of the answers coming 
from the gals. This can indi­ 
cate that women are home and 
available, still, more than 
men; or simply that there are 
more of them — period. 
In any case, longtime resi­ 
dents, folks, in upper middle 
age and women carried the 
most weight in the survey. 
Sounds like an average slice of 
local life.

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Dieters' misuse of liquid protein real cause of problems

NEW YORK - Partly obscured 
by publicity about the potential 
dangers of liquid protein diets is un­ 
derlying evidence that the diets are 
highly effective in treating obesity, 
which afflicts 45 million Americans 
The dangers involved have come 
to the fore in recent days with the 
Food and Drug Administration’s an­ 
nouncement that the liquid-protein 
diet may have contributed to the 
deaths of at least 10 people. The FDA 
is planning a mandatory warning label 
cautioning users against using the liq­ 
uid protein for “ weight reduction or 
maintenance without medical supervi­ 
sion.” 
But difficulties with liquid protein 


generally have involved dietary defi­ 
ciencies in people ingesting nothing 
but liquid protein without supervision, 
rather than any problems with the liq­ 
uid itself, which is actually just ani­ 
mal protein partly broken down into 
amino acids. 
A report on a six-year outpatient 
program at Cleveland's Mt. Sinai Hos­ 
pital, published in the current issue of 
the Journal of the AMA, concludes 
that "Supplemental fasting is now re­ 
cognized as an effective means of 
achieving substantial weight loss rap­ 
idly and safely with a minimum of pa­ 
tient discomfort.” 
According to Mr. Victor Vertes, a 
co-author of the study, the Cleveland 
program has so far treated 1,500 pa­ 
tients who were at least 50 pounds 


overweight, including 360 who are cur­ 
rently enrolled. The patients basically 
are fed several ounces daily of a liq­ 
uid that includes protein, sucrose, vi­ 
tamins and minerals. 
Of those who completed the “ sup­ 
plemented fasting,” Dr. Vertes says, 
30 percent lost 40 pounds or more, and 
one patient shed 321 pounds. Four of 
the 1,500 patients have died, including 
one accidental death. Dr. Vertes says 
the other three victims had symptoms 
of heart disease — a common hazard 
among the obese — before they en­ 
tered the program. 
Dr. Vertes calls supplemented 
fasting “ a major breakthrough in 
treating obesity,” although he cau­ 
tions that the patient must modify his 
life style and eating habits to main­ 


tain the weight loss. He and his col­ 
leagues at the Cleveland hospital are 
exploring approaches to the weight- 
maintenance problems, including ‘‘be­ 
havior, modification procedures, 
group therapy and intermittent sup­ 
plemented fasting.” 
Whereas the Cleveland doctors 
have been using the supplemented 
fasting technique since 1971, the liq­ 
uid-protein fad caught on just last 
year with the publication of >,The 
Last Chance Diet” by Dr. Robert 
Linn, which has sold 2.5 million 
copies. The fad led to a $40 million 
market in sales of some 100 brands of 
syrupy, fruit-flavored protein drinks. 
The popularity of the liquid-pro­ 
tein and similar diets results largely 
from the dramatic weight loss that is 


possible with the intake of only 400 or 
so calories a day — often giving the 
patient the incentive to continue on 
the diet. A total fast can drain the 
body of vital protein and vitamins, but 
ideally, the supplemented fast pro­ 
vides the essentials while encouraging 
the body to burn primarily body fat 
for energy. 
“ This isn’t a magic elixir, how­ 
ever,” says Dr. George Blackburn, 
associate professor at Harvard Medi­ 
cal School and a pioneer in the pro- 
tein-supplement diet. His studies, in­ 
volving a diet of about 12 ounces of 
solid protein a day (lean meat, fish or 
fowl) plus other supplements, were 
published jointly with Dr. Peter 
Lindner, South Gate, Calif., who is 
president of the American Society of 


Bariatric (weight control) Physicians 
and who administers liquid protein. 
The joint studies showed that of 
167 patients treated, 50 percent main­ 
tained a weight loss of 40 pounds or 
more IVz to three years later. “ We 
consider this very significant,” Dr. 
Blackburn says, because in other die­ 
tary programs the weight loss usually 
proves temporary. 
Still, a full 50 percent of those 
studied failed to maintain their weight 
loss. 
One subscriber to the Linn pro­ 
gram. for example, was Lyle Stuart, 
publisher of “ The Last Chance Diet.” 
In a foreword in the original edition, 
Stuart, who lost 83 pounds in the “ liq­ 
uid protein” diet, enthusiastically en­ 
dorsed Dr. Linn's method.

Adore than tradition, recipes to 'local' cookbook

ST R O U D S B U R G - F a r 
from being chained to their 
cookstoves, Millie Larsen and 
Candy Coleman have combined 
their recipes with suggested 
trips to historical places with­ 
in two hours drive (more or 
less) of the Poconos in their 
attractive cookbook, "Cooking 
with a Dash — of History” 
now available in local stores. 
While the title might indi­ 
cate that the recipes would be 
replete with traditional dishes 
connected with local history, 
there's a lot more to the book 
than that. 
There are some obvious con­ 
nections, of course, like the 
Christm as dinner menu ac­ 
companying the trip to Histor­ 
ic Bethlehem, the Christmas 
City, and the recipe for Mora­ 
vian Sugar Cake in conjunction 
with the history of the Old Sun 
Inn, there are other more 
imaginative jumps. 
In fact one of the pleasures 
of reading the book — and it is 
a pleasure to read as well as 
to use — is trying to anticipate 
the imaginative leaps in link­ 
ing disparate places and reci­ 
pes. 
The pre-ice age Poconos 
under the sea might logically 
suggest a recipe for Red Snap­ 
per with Sauce Roquevort, but 
the berries and nuts grown in 
the valley is the frail link be­ 
tween the story of the Lenni- 
Lenape Indians‘ and the menu 
of walnut dressed baked lamb 
shanks 
It s not so hard to equate the 


five oxen barbecued to cele­ 
brate Sullivan's successful In­ 
dian reprisal raid and the reci­ 
pe for Texas barbecue sauce 
and baked stuffed potatoes, or 
Joy Gould's recruiting his per­ 
sonal “ arm y” to resist process 
servers by serving barrels of 
oysters and plenty of whisky 
for the “ Battle of Gouldsboro” 
with a recipe for oyster and 
turkey. 
There is also a connection 
betw een the Anton D utot 
School Museum in Delaware 
Water Gap and suggestions for 
after-school snacks, and be­ 
tween the historic Shawnee 
Presbyterian Church and a 
menu for a Sunday brunch. 
The elegance of Dorflinger 
G lass might bring to mind the 
luxury of a crown roast of 
lamb, but the Devil’s Hole and 
an Oriental dish? However, as 
the au th ors point out, it 
wouldn’t be practical to sug­ 
gest a barbecued elk with 
which Carl Tielenious once 
stocked his Devil’s Hole prop­ 
erty, but the pagoda which he 
built as a game room down by 
the Devil’s Hole Stream still 
remains and was the inspira­ 
tion for their recipe for Stir 
Fry Beef A la Schriber. 
Despite the fact — or per­ 
haps because of it — that nei­ 
ther both Millie Larsen and 
Candy Coleman are natives of 
the Poconos, they have includ­ 
ed suggestions for many inter­ 
esting places to visit and bits 
of history often overlooked by 
long-term residents. 
One example is the home of 


author Zane Grey in Lack- 
awaxen. 
Their travels are not limited 
to the Monroe County area but 
stretch out to include Pike and 
Wayne Counties where the 
Roeblin Bridge and the Stour­ 
bridge Lion are ports of call, 
into Luzerne and Lackawanna 
Counties where French Azilum 
and the Brooks Coal Mine and 
Everhart Museum are listed 
among the points of interest. 
Jim Thorpe country, Allen­ 
town's Liberty Bell Shrine, 
historic Bethlehem and E as­ 
ton’s canal sites are included 
along with points of interest as 
far away as Harrisburg, Get­ 
tysburg, Philadelphia and New 
York. 
While the historical informa­ 
tion and landmarks provide in­ 
spiration for family outings 
and bridge club trips, a cook 
book also needs recipes and 
there are plenty of both includ­ 
ed in the well-indexed attrac­ 
tive book with its spiral-type 
binding which permits it to lie 
conveniently flat for use in the 
kitchen. There are more than 
125 historical notes and almost 
300 recipes. 
The book is the outgrowth of 
the adventures of the authors 
who were drawn together by 
their common interest in cook­ 
ing and entertaining 
Candy Coleman had already 
authored a cookbook, “ Steam ­ 
boat Sim m ers.” and cam e to 
the Poconos from D allas, 
Texas. She is the wife of Wil­ 
liam R 
Coleman and they 
have four children and two 


grandchildren. Millie Larsen is 
the wife of John Larsen and 
they have two children. Origi­ 
nally from Florida, she is a 
certified teacher. 
Both are fam iliar to local 
people, not only their personal 
friends, but also through their 
cooking school, “ In the Kitch­ 
en,” through their televised 
series, and their weekly reci­ 
pes in The Pocono Record. 
Personalities imtrgt 
The recipes in the book re­ 
flect their personalities and in­ 
terests and should appeal to 
like-minded people — and may 
even inspire less adventurous 
cooks who may never have 
thought to m ake Gin and 
Caper Dressing for shrimp or 
as a dip or to add a red caviar 
Christmas ring. 
It is not a basic cookbook 
but slanted toward the unusu­ 
al, but it does contain some 
practical recipes for women 
whose husbands are successful 
as hunters or fishermen not 


contained in most cookbooks. 
There are recipes, for in­ 
stance, for a sauce for game 
for roasted venison loin, for 
venison steaks, medallions and 
even venison meat loaf 
It is also a book for enter­ 
taining when you want some­ 
thing unusual and has the 
added convenience of grouping 
meats and salads or vegeta­ 
bles which go with them, espe­ 
cially helpful to those cooks 
whose imagination doesn't go 
beyond serving peas with lamb 
and cabbage with pork 
The reader soon learns to 
look for the drawing of the 
pineapple, traditional English 
symbol of hospitality, for hints 
like: Boil a pan of water con­ 
taining cloves and cinnamon 
sticks just before guests arrive 
— house will smell heavenly.” 
In fact, the attractive illus­ 
trations by Michelle Lanoir 
and Reggi Henning scattered 
throughout the book add to its 
enjoyment. 


To reinforce my own opinion 
of the value of the book and its 
selection of recipes, I shared 
it with a number of women 
whose culinary skill I respect. 
They were enthusiastic — and, 
as a final test, each of them 
found recipes they wanted to 
copy before giving the book 
back. 
I had from them only minor 
criticisms. One was a minor 
one: that the brown type on 
cream colored dappled paper 
attractive though it is, might 


be hard to read for the bi-focal 
set Another was that to follow 
all the recipes exactly, a cook 
would need an exceptionally 
well-stocked wines and liquer 
cabinet 
Only one, from a 
young housewife, concerned 
the price — along with a not- 
too-subtle hint that she’d love 
it as a Christmas present 
Now that was a suggestion 
which ju st might solve a 
number of my Christmas list 
p roblem s — and perhaps 
yours.

Energy shortages unlikely 
this winter, unless . . . 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
oil. natiiral gas and coal indus­ 
tries and the electric utilities 
all are confident we will get 
through this winter without 
suffering shortages. 
But there are a lot of “ ifs” 
involved. 
The national weather bureau 
is predicting a cold winter: 
colder than usual but not as 
severe as last winter, when 
heating oil and natural gas 
shortages plagued many parts 
of the country. 
The “ ifs" include the severi­ 
ty of the winter, developments 
in Washington on President 
Carter’s energy bill, the possi­ 
bility of a coal strike and, 
from the cost point of view, a 
meeting of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Coun­ 
tries in December. 
C.R. Turvey, executive vice 
president, worldwide market­ 
ing, Continental Oil Co , said, 
“ We are entering the 1977-78 
winter heating oil season with 
distillate stocks nearly 10 per­ 
cent higher than at this time 
last year. 
“ With this inventory position 
an d a ssu m in g a n o rm a l 
winter, an import level of 
about 300,000 barrels a day is 
all that will be required to 
provide adequate d istillate 
supplies. 
“ This level of distillate im­ 
ports will not be difficult to 
realize provided Europe does 
not h ave e x tre m e ly cold 
weather.” 
The American Petroleum In­ 
stitute said inventories of dis­ 
tillate, most of which is used 
for home heating, stood at a 
record 260 5 million barrels on 
Nov 4 The figure was 5 mil­ 
lion barrels up on the previous 
week and 29 million barrels 
more than the 231.4 million 
barrels stockpiled in the sam e 
week last year 
Production was running at 
3 3 million barrels a day, com­ 
pared with 3.1 million barrels 
a day at this time last year 
API said this put the in­ 
dustry in a good position to 
face even a colder than nor­ 
mal winter, although it warned 
spot problem s could ari«e 
again if the weather were as 
harsh as last year’s cold. 
Alton W 
Whitehouse, vice 
chairm an of Standard Oil 
(Ohio), said a lengthy coal

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(UPI) — A Brazilian movie 
director has m ade a film 
about the 18th century Manaos 
Indian rebellion starring a 
direct descendent of the tribe. 
The film, ‘‘Ajuricaba, the 
Rebel of the Amazon,” de­ 
scribes a Manaos Indian's ef­ 
forts to drive white colonists 
from the Manaos tribal lands 
in Amazonas, the vast jungle 
region whose rainfall feeds the 
Amazon river. Rinaldo Genes, 
a descendent of the Manaos 
tribe, plays the role of Ajuri­ 
caba in the film, directed by 
Oswaldo Caldeira. 


strike would create problems, 
particularly because many in­ 
dustries would switch to oil 
and thus wipe out the stockpile 
advantage we have over last 
winter. 
Negotiations for a new coal 
mining contract are currently 
reported deadlocked and a 
strike deadline is only three 
weeks away. 
Whitehouse said the problem 
most likely to develop this 
winter would be in distribution 
of heating oil and gasoline. 
“ Last winter stretched the 
delivery capability of workers 
and equipment to the maxi­ 
mum,” he said. Frozen rivers 
and h ighw ays la st w inter 
created difficulties for fuel 
trucks and barges. 
The Edison Electric Insti­ 
tute, the electric utility in­ 
dustry association, said it did 
not anticipate any m ajor sup­ 
ply problems as long as there 
was not an extended coal 
strike. 
In its annual power survey, 
the Institute said 1977-78 capa­ 
bility w as forecast at 547.1 
million 
kilowatts 
nationally, 
7.1 percent (37.1 million kw) 
up from last winter’s 511 mil­ 
lion kilowatts. 


David H 
Foster, executive 
vice president of the Natural 
Gas Supply Committee, said, 
“ We have a lot of things going 
for us that we didn't have last 
year The suppliers, the pipe­ 
lines and industry are all bet­ 
ter prepared than they were 
for last winter. 
“ Supplies are down, but not 
significantly. Many companies 
have switched to other energy 
sources, but we don't know 
how many and it's difficult to 
make firm predictions. 
"A lot will depend on the 
weather 
Not just on the se­ 
verity, but also the duration. 
Last winter was bad because 
the cold weather just went on 
day after day without respite. 
The suppliers need an occa­ 
sional warmer day to bring 
their stocks back up to nor­ 
m al.” 
Maurice F. Granville, chair­ 
man of Texaco Inc., said the 
oil industry overall was confi­ 
dent. 
“ We are probably in as good 
a shape as we can be,” he 
said. “ The assessm ent is, un­ 
less we have a very severe 
winter, they don’t expect any 
difficulties of special magni­ 
tude.”

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Financial aid available for post-secondary students 


B R O D H E A D S V IL L E - Any stu­ 
dent who says the only reason he or 
she is not going to college is that it is 
too expensive is “ copping out,” a 
Penn State official recently told a 
group of Pleasant Valley School Dis­ 
trict residents. 
Dr 
Joseph McCallous. dean of 
student a ffa irs at the Hazleton 
Campus of Penn State University, 
said the amount of financial aid avail­ 
able to students in Pennsylvania is 
“ unbelievable.” 
He made the comments at a semi­ 
nar on securing financial aid spon­ 
sored by Pleasant Valley High School 
guidance counselor Gerald Miller Ap­ 
proximately 60 students and parents 
attended the session, which included a 
panel of four individuals familiar with 
various aspects of aid programs avail­ 
able in and out of the state. 
According to the panel members. 


it is not difficult to apply for financial 
aid but many people confuse the many 
different types of assistance. 
Some of the types of aid available 
to Pennsylvanians include guaranteed 
loans with varying interest rates, 
grants, and scholarships. 
Two officials of the Security Bank 
and Trust explained the state guaran­ 
teed loan programs. They said in 
order to qualify for guaranteed loans, 
a student's parent's income, after a 
series of deductions for such things as 
dependents, must fill out an applica­ 
tion that is then submitted to the 
Pennsylvania Higher Education Assis­ 
tance Agency (P H E A A ). If the state 
approves the loan, students can re­ 
ceive up to $2,500 per year at seven 
percent interest 
According to Mrs Donna Houser, 
student loan officer at the bank’s 
Brodheadsville branch, if the parents 


of the students have a total adjusted 
income of less than $25,000, the feder­ 
al government will pay the interest on 
the loan. 
Although the adjusted income cut­ 
off line is $25,000, she suggested that 
anyone with an income as high as 
$35.000 should apply because deduc­ 
tions that are allowed could bring the 
adjusted income into the eligible 
bracket. 
Mrs. Houser stressed the student 
does not have to make any payments 
on the loan as long as he is attending 
school. 
Nine months after leaving 
school, a repayment schedule, which 
can stretch over as long as 10 years, 
is set up. 
She added some students have de­ 
faulted on repayment but said that 
“ both the banks and the state govern­ 
ment are getting a lot stricter about 
defaults. If we (the bank) can’t get 


paid, the state now takes strong ac­ 
tion to get the money.” 
She added the student alone, and 
not the parents, sign for the loan. The 
parents cannot be held responsible if 
the student later defaults. 
In addition to the loans, PH EA A 
has a grant program that this year 
will distribute $95 million to Pennsyl­ 
vanians for attendance at colleges, 
universities and a wide range of voca­ 
tional and trade schools. 
Joseph Haggerty, division director 
for PH EA A , said the average grant 
under the program last year was $681 
and the average family income of the 
recipients was $13,400. The grants, 
money that is given without obligation 
of payment, can be as much as $1,500 
if the student decides to go to school 
in the state. 
Haggerty said Pennsylvania is one 
of the only seven states in the nation 


that allows students to use state 
grants at out-of-state schools. 
He said that application for a 
PH E A A grant is simple and “ takes 
about a half-hour to complete.” He 
said any student who took a college 
board examination will automatically 
receive an application through the 
mail sometime around Dec. 1. If a 
student does not receive one, they are 
available at all high schools and li­ 
braries in the area. 
Haggerty said as with the loan 
program, it would be foolish to as­ 
sume that the fam ily’s total income is 
too high and not apply. 
‘‘It only costs you a 13-cent stamp 
and a few minutes and you might be 
pleasantly surprised,” he said. 
Haggerty went on to say that 
there is also a federal grant program 
called Basic Education Opportunity- 
Grant (BEO G ). 


In the past, parents would have to 
fill out a separate application for the 
BEO G. This year, however, the state 
is processing those applications for 
the federal government and has com­ 
bined the two forms. 
He added the fact that a student 
gets either a federal or state grant 
will have “ absolutely no bearing” on 
whether a student can receive a state 
guaranteed loan. 
Finally, Penn State’s McCallous 
explained most school financial aid of­ 
fices will work with students in need 
to prepare a financial aid package. 
He said at most schools, all a stu­ 
dent has to do to apply for this pack­ 
age, which varies from student to stu­ 
dent, is fill out a Financial Aid Form 
(F A F ) and send it to the College Test­ 
ing Service in Princeton, N. J., the 
same company that administers the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test.

Casey presents credentials for governor

If 
there’s one clear issue in the 
race for governor, it’s the un­ 
popularity of the governor now 
in office — Milton J. Shapp. 
Republicans 
are hamm ering 
him hard, and so are some 
Democrats. 
“ Every Dem ocratic official 
I've talked to is running away 
from Shapp at a million miles 
an h o u r,” said R obert P. 
Casey, Pennsylvania’s form er 
auditor general and one of the 


strongest D em ocrats in the 
crowded contest for governor. 
“The leadership in the Shapp 
Administration has failed, es­ 
sentially. It’s a question of 
providing new leadership. I 
think it’s an entirely appro­ 
priate issue for both Demo­ 
crats and Republicans.” 
Casey made his comments 
during an interview with The 
R ecord 
S aturday 
evening, 
prior to his appearance at the 
Central Labor Union banquet 
in Stroudsburg. 
Although he 
won’t officially throw his hat 


into the ring until early next 
year, he is already collecting 
money for the campaign and 
acting very much like a candi­ 
date. 
In the Dem ocratic primary 
next year, Casey faces proba­ 
ble competition from Lt. Gov 
Ernest Kline. Other possible 
candidates include Pete Fla­ 
herty, the form er mayor of 
P ittsb u rg h , and sta te Sen 
Franklin Kury. 
As auditor general for eight 
years, Casey proved his inde­ 
pendence from Shapp by re- 
The Pocono Record 
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peatedly (and publicly) criti­ 
cizing how the governor chose 
to spend state monies. Casey 
feels his reputation as an inde­ 
pendent Democrat gives him 
the edge over the lieutenant 
governor. 
“ Kline's greatest liability is 
Gov. Shapp — there's absolute­ 
ly no question about it. It's not 
possible for the second man to 
make a separate identity for 
himself," Casey said. 
“ I've 
never had any connection with 
Shapp directly or indirectly. 
I've been my own man That’s 
something Kline can't say." 
Casey is 45 now, lives in 
Scranton, and has been “prac­ 
ticing law. working for a living 
and travelling quite a bit" 
since leaving state government 
11 months ago 
He sees his 
greatest achievement as hav­ 


ing sharpened the teeth of the 
state's office of “ fiscal watch­ 
dog.“ 
“ I took what had been a po­ 
litical patro n ag e m ill and 
turned it into a professional 
operation which saved tens of 
m illions of do llars,” Casey 
said of his two term s as audi­ 
tor general.

STROUDSBURG — Outright elation to 
cautious optim ism seems to be the range of re­ 
action among Monroe County Jewish leaders to 
the weekend trip of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat to Israel. 
“ Who knows, maybe 13 years from now I’ll 
conduct a barmitzvah for someone named 
Anwar Ginzburg. I must say that I really re­ 
spect Sadat for the courage it took to make 
this trip ,” said Steven W estman, rabbi of Tem ­ 
ple Israel, Stroudsburg 
Over the weekend, the Egyptian President 
becam e the first Arab leader ever to visit 
Israel. He also made a speech Sunday before 
the Israeli parliam ent, the Knesset. 


Three area Jewish leaders contacted Sun­ 
day said that the unprecedented trip was cause 
for hope that lasting peace might at last be 
coming to the Middle East. They differed, 
however, concerning how much praise Sadat 
deserves for making the move. 
“ It should have happened 30 years ago I 
guess this is no tim e for carping and this is 
certainly a good thing It’s just amazing that it 
Ski areas 


didn’t happen sooner," said Herb Rosen, chair­ 
man of the local United Jewish Appeal, a fund 
raising roup. 
Rosen said that the Israelis have been ask­ 
ing all the Arab nations to "sit down and talk" 
for years and said that ultim ately the value of 
the trip will have to be judged by “ what 
comes out of it” in term s of movement toward 
a formal peace settlem ent. 
Rosen said it also worries him that this 
move is such a personal one 
He said he 
wonders whether whatever momentum for 
peace that has built up woulo evaporate if 
something were to happen to Sadat 


Rabbi W estm an was m ore optim istic. 
“ This is the greatest thing that I can re­ 
m ember. 1 think this is even more momentous 
than the Nixon trip to China. You have to re- 
lize that the Israelis and Arabs have been at 
odds literally for centuries." 
He said the trip takes on even more impor­ 
tance when the fact that Sadat represents the 
strongest m ilitary force in the Arab world is 
considered. 


Rabbi Westman added he does not feel the 
negotiations that led to Sadat's visit would 


have been possible if Israeli Prim e Minister 
Menahem Begin, generally considered a hawk, 
had not been elected in an upset last spring. 
He likened the situation to that of Nixon 
going to China “ No one was going to accuse 
Richard Nixon of being a Communist because 
he went to China and Jews w eren't going to 
fear Begin inviting an Arab to Israel," he said 


Jack Bernbaum, chairman of the Pocono 
area Israel bond drive, agreed with the rabbi 
that Sadat “ really went out on the lim b” in 
making the trip, which has been harshly crit­ 
icized by other Arab leaders. 
His praise, however, did not go as far as 
Rabbi W estman’s. “ Unfortunately, he still in­ 
sisted that there can’t be any negotiating," he 
said 


“ Before there’s a real peace, both sides 
are going to have to give and bend,” he stated 
He added the real progress toward peace 
that comes from the weekend's happenings 
will not be known until today or tomorrow 
when Begin and Sadat reveal what has been 
said in private talks the two have held 
Both Bernbaum and Rabbi Westman said 
they feel Sadat’s trip, and particularly his 


speech to the Knesset, amount to recognition 
of Israel, something no Arab nation has ever 
granted the Jewish state 
“ Someone in the Arab world has finally re­ 
cognized that Israel is here to stay and recog­ 
nized that the Jewish people have, and are 
rightfully due, a homeland," Bernbaum said 
Rabbi Westman agreed and added he does 
not fear the current criticism from other 
Arabs is a threat to Israel. “ Israel won t let 
its guard down because of this." he predicted 
The rabbi added it is not only Jews who 
have found reason for hope in the Sadat move 
He reported at his service Saturday a non-Jew 
cam e up to him and said if a meeting between 
Sadat and the Israelis could be arranged there 
might even be hope for peace between the 
Catholics and Protestants in Northern Ireland 
Rabbi Westman said for him, the two most 
moving moments of the weekend were when 
Sadat stepped off the plane and when he kissed 
form er Prim e Minister Golda Meir 
He also praised both Sadat and Begin for 
the “ poetry and conciliatory nature” of their 
speeches to the parliam ent. “ It really sounded 
like they want to let bygones be bygones and 
start with a clean slate,” he said smiling.

Hayes gets mad, 
slugs cameraman 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (U PI) — Woody Hayes says he’s 
tired of having television cameras stuck in his face every 
time something interesting happens on the football field 
So Saturday he slugged a cameraman 
“ You have somebody stick it in your face every week 
and see how you like it,” the tempermental Buckeye coach 
stormed at reporters after his team's 14-6 loss to Michi­ 
gan. 
Later, back in Columbus, he added, “ I ’m so dam dis­ 
gusted with having cameras pushed at me. Your team 
makes a mistake, you’re mad, and you turn around and 
there's that thing pointing at you. I ’m fed up with it.” 
What prompted the explosion was quarterback Rod 
Gerald's fumble at the Michigan 8 yard line on what 
proved to be Ohio State’s last scoring chance. The Rose 
Bowl-bound Wolverines recovered, and Hayes came apart. 
After just staring for a few seconds shaking his head, 
he grabbed his earphones and smashed them to the 
ground Then he turned and spotted the lens staring at 
him 
He charged toward ABC cameraman Mike Freedman 
of Los Angeles and slugged him with an uppercut to the 
chest that sent the victim staggering It was all shown to a 
national audience and recorded on videotape. 
Big Ten Commissioner Wayne Duke said in Chicago 
later that he was aware of the incident, but he had no de­ 
tails and would not comment. The team later accepted a 
bid to play Alabama in the Sugar Bowl. 
The Hayes-Freedman match wasn’t the only alterca­ 
tion of the day before a record Michigan crowd of 106,024. 
The Ohio State team got some contact work even before 
the game began. 
Michigan traditionally enters the field by running 
under a large blue banner, and team members jump up to 
slap it as they pour across the field. 
Saturday, however, Buckeye players parked them­ 
selves under that banner, prompting some pushing and 
shoving between the visitors and Wolverine supporters 
holding up the sign while the rabid home crowd booed ve­ 
hemently.

National 500 mile finale of the 
year for his first super speed­ 
way triumph 
Bonnett, who came into 
grand national racing last year 
as Bobby Allison's protege and 
Petty, the pole-sitter who was 
bidding for his first Ontario 
Motor Speedway win. staged a 
stirring, 
bumper-to-bumper 
duel over the last seven laps 
after the green flag came out 
following a crash by Benny 
Parsons 


For Bonnett, 31, it was his 
second grand national win of 
the year. He captured the Cap­ 
ital City 400 at Richmond, Va., 
Sept 11. 
Bonnett, the No.-2 qualifier 
in a 1974 Dodge, was leading 
Petty by eight seconds and 
seemed fully in control of the 
race when Parsons hit the wall 
in turn three on the 180th lap 
of the 200-lap race. 


The yellow flag then came 
out and did not come off until 
the 193rd lap and the race then 
was really on.

Stamp issues listed

Three stamps are scheduled for release during Jan­ 
uary — a single stamp for the 100th anniversary of Carl 
Sandburg, poet and biographer, and two stamps for the 
200th anniversary of the discovery of the Hawaiian Islands 
by Captain James Cook. 
No date or place of first day issue has been given. 
Watermarks: A watermark is a pattern impressed into 
the paper during its manufacture. If the paper is to be wa­ 
termarked shapes known as “ bits" are affixed to the roll 
(called a “ dandy roller” under which the paper passes) at 
regular intervals, and as the paper passes under this roller 
these “ bits” cause a slight thinning of the paper as they 
are impressed into the pulp. 
Thus when the paper is held up to the light the water­ 
marks show since the paper is thinner at that point and is 
more transparent 
Watermarks can take the form of letters, symbols of 
various other forms or combinations of two or more 
Watermarks have been used from the very earliest 
days of postage stamps in an attempt to discourage coun­ 
terfeiting 
The United States printed stamps on Watermarked 
paper for a short period only, from 1894 to 1915.

PITTSBURGH (U P I) - U y 
hypnotists across the nation 
offer sim plistic mind-over- 
m atter solutions to pain, 
nerves and obesity all too at­ 
tractive to the desperate and 
uninformed. 
Ralph Grossi, a nationally 
known Pittsburgh hypnotist 
whose methods have stirred 
controversy, promises to help 
pe<^le lose weight, stop smok­ 
ing and eliminate bad habits in 
four short visits. He also says 
he helps some regress to a 
previous life. 
“ I ’ve hypnotized 100,000,” 
Grossi boasts. “ Ninety percent 
lose over 10 pounds the first 
week.” 
Hypnosis, he explains, rein­ 
forces a conscious desire with 
the subconscious. His subjects 
testify the method works. Pro­ 
fessional psychologists say the 
bad habit may be eliminated, 
but the attitudes that led to it 
remain. 
Grossi learned hypnosis 
from a World War II army 
buddy, and has since added a 
“ doctor of psychology” degree 
through a correspondence 
course from Neotarian College 
of Kansas City, Mo., a non-ac- 
credited institution 
Despite a lack of medical 
training. Grossi has built a lu­ 
crative practice in hypnosis 
clinics in Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and West Virginia. He charges 
$59 for four visits — nonre- 
fundable and payable at the 
first visit. The charge to l)e 
“ age-regressed” to a previous 
life is $75. 
The national and local socie­ 
ties of chnical hypnotists — 
health professionals with an 
M.D., DDS, or Ph.D. in psy­ 


chology — assail Grossi for his 
non-medical background and 
his grandiose promises. 
“ He’s a con man out for a 
buck, ” said Dr. Russell Scott, 
president of the Western Penn­ 
sylvania Society of Clinical 
Hypnosis, “ The man is a char­ 
latan preying upon people who 
can least afford to t>e victi­ 
mized. 
“ I would never make a re­ 
ferral to Grossi. The position 
of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation and the American Psy­ 
chiatric Association is that 
under no circumstances should 
any professional make a refer­ 
ral to a lay hypnotist,” 
Dr. Kay Thompson, who is 
the immediate past president 
of the American Society of 
Clinical Hypnosis, noted the 
United States is one of only 
three nations that does not re­ 
strict hypnosis to the health 
fields. 
She estim ated there are 
4,000 lay hypnotists nationwide 


— about half in California and 
400 in Pennsylvania. 
The society “ would like to 
see hypnosis limited to those 
people trained professionally 
in the healing arts. Stage hyp­ 
nosis — and the kind of stuff 
Grossi does — would be ruled 
out,” Scott said. 
Lay hypnotists “ are not 
qualified to do the vast major­ 
ity of things Grossi says he 
does,” Scott said, but they’re 
organized into a union affiliat­ 
ed with the AFL-CIO so “ it’s 
very difficult to deal with,” 
“ Hypnosis is the only tool 
Grossi has,” Thompson said. 
“ He’s not qualified to recog­ 
nize or treat any related 
symptoms of obesity, 
“ Anybody can be a hypno­ 
tist,” she said, “ If you have a 
good subject you are a good 
hypnotist.” 
Grossi admits he only moti­ 
vates people “ to do what they 
already want to do,” 
B u t he d ism issed the 


charges of Thompson and 
Scott as jealousy "because I 
am so successful. 
“ I am a hypnotherapist 
rather than just a psycholo­ 
gist,” he said. 
“ I do therapy but not as a 
psychiatrist would do it. You 
say, ‘I am nervous,’ I say to 
you, ‘You are not going to be 
nervous,” ’ 
Grossi said he has regressed 
6,000 persons to a previous 
life, including some on nation­ 
al television. 


He regressed Donna Panzo, 
a Charleroi, Pa., housewife 
who described herself as a 
Bulgarian in the 19th century 
and spoke her language. 
However, Nick Jordanoff, 
who spoke Bulgarian as his 
first language, said of what 
she was saying, “ It’s not any 
language I ’ve ever heard, I 
think it’s just nonsense words 
that m aybe to her sound 
foreign.”

Q. I'm 62 year« old and my 
only incomo it $25 a wook I 
got from a boardor who rants 
an upstairs room in my «mall 
houao. For yoars my «on holpod 
support mo, but ho diod last 
month in a torriblo accidont. I 
was wondoring if I could got 
monthly social socurity bene­ 
fits basod on his oarnings re­ 
cord? 


A. You might be able to get 
b en efits as a dependent 
parent. Parents 62 or over who 
were dependent on a working 
son or daughter for half or 
more of their support, general­ 
ly would be eligible for bene­ 
fits based on their deceased 
child’s earnings record, if the 
son or daughter worked long 
enough in a job covered by so­ 
cial security. 


Public Noticos 


Q. Wo havo a 13-yoar-old 
daughter who's mentally re­ 
tarded. Wo don't have much 
money coming in and it's a real 
struggle to provide the special 
care she needs. Would she be 
eligible for any help under the 
supplemental 
security income 
program? 


A. Your disabled daughter 
may be able to get monthly 
SSI payments. It would depend 
on your income and other re­ 
sources To apply for SSI in 
behalf of your daughter, just 
get in touch with any social se­ 
curity office. 


Q. For many yoars I've made 
Miy living as a self-employed 
seamstress. Now my arthritis is 
so bad I can't sow anymore. I 
don't know how else to make a 
living, yet my claim for social* 
socurity disability benefits was 
denied. I don't understand this 
decision at all because my doc­ 
tors clearly stated in their re­ 
ports that I may never be able 
to work as a seamstress again. 


A. To be considered disabled 
for social security purposes, 
you must have a physical or 
mental impairment that keeps 
you from doing any substantial 
gainful work for at least a 
year or more. It may be that 
your disability claim was de­ 
nied because it was felt that 
your disability would not pre­ 
vent you from doing other 
work. However, you can ap­ 
peal the decision. Contact your 
social security office and 
someone there will explain the 
denial of your claim and the 
appeal procedures. 


Q. When I became 65 I chose 
not to enroll for Medicare modi* 
col insurance. Now I'm 67 and 
want the protection. I've boon 
told that my premium will bo 
higher because I didn't take it 
at 65. Why? 


A. The law requires that 
your premium be increased by 
10 percent for each full 12 
month period that you could 
have been enrolled in Medi­ 
care’s medical insurance plan 
but were not. This increase is 
not intended to penalize you 
but rather to take into account 
the higher cost of insuring you 
as you get older and need 
more health care. If people 
waited until they become ill 
before enrolling in Medicare's 
medical insurance plan, paid 
no greater premium, it would 
increase the cost of the pro­ 
gram for everyone and be 
especially unfair to those who 
enroll when they first had the 
opportunity to do so.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
B ackstairs at the W hite 
House: 
President and Mrs. Carter 
had their first experience with 
demonstrations and tear gas 
when the Shah of Iran visited 
the White House 
Both confessed that at first 
they didn’t realize that their 
watery eyes and coughing 
were caused by tear gas But 
a Secret Service agent hastily 
reassured the first lady during 
the outdoor ceremony on the 
South Lawn 
For Washington reporters it 
was in a sense a return to the 
sixties, but the bitterness and 
violence never seemed as pre­ 
sent with the Vietnam protes­ 
ters as it was with the anti­ 
shah factions who came to 
Washington 
Two other presidents, Lyn­ 
don Johnson and Richard 
Nixon, felt the full brunt of 
being under siege 


But Carter made it up to the 
shah in delivering one of the 
most lavish toasts ever heaped 
on a foreign leader during a 
White House state dinner He 
praised his qualities of leader­ 
ship, 
courage, graciousness 
The shah said afterwards it 
was the toast, not the tear 
gas, that moved him to tears. 
Carter also went out of his 
way during the entertainment 
to spotlight the performers, 
jazz musician Dizzy Gillespie 
and vocalist Sarah Vaughn, 
who gave a topnotch perfor­ 
mance, with Gillespie pulling 
the bow tie of his tuxedo 
askew and pouring it on But it 
was jazz pianist Earl “ Fatha ’ 
Hines, who was invited as a 
guest, not a performer, who 
stole the show 
Asked to do a number. Hines 
brought down the house, and 
there was a bit of sympathy 
for Gillespie and Vaughn, 
some of whose jazz numbers 
were a bit way out for the 
crowd 
Sensing that Hines had been 
given too much of the spot­ 
light, Carter called Vaughn 
back for a number and she 
belted out “ I've Got It Bad 
and That Ain't Good,” a famil­ 
iar song that brought the audi­ 
ence to its feet

propriate forum 
. to ... a 
town in Mississippi without 
giving it a chance to" defend 
itself 
"Having a lot of kinfolks 
that live in a lot of mean 
towns,” Powell replied to a 
background of laughter, "per­ 
haps even some mean kinfolks 
that live in a lot of nice 
towns .”

There is no doubt that a fa­ 
scinating book could be writ­ 
ten, featuring the many 
hundreds of simple or gross 
errors that have been made 
over the years in the annual 
world championship 
This 
merely reinforces the prevail­ 
ing opinion that bridge is too 
tough a game for anyone, any­ 
where, to play perfectly 
Consider this deal from the 
match between New Zealand 
and the U S in 1974 The bid­ 
ding went as shown when New 
Zealand held the North-South 
hands Two clubs was a strong 
artificial bid, two diamonds 


was an artificial negative re­ 
sponse, two notrump showed 
21-22 points, and three hearts 
was a transfer bid indicating 
spade length 
West led a heart against 
four spades 
Declarer took 
East’s king with the ace and 
returned a heart West went 
up with the queen and led a 
third heart, ruffed by declarer 
South now played the A-Q of 
spades 
West took the queen 
with the king and returned his 
eight of spades to dummy’s 
nine. 
Declarer then led a low dia­ 
mond from dummy and suc­ 
cessfully finessed the queen 
He next played the ace and an­ 
other diamond This method of 
play would have succeeded 
had declarer found the dia­ 
monds divided 3-3, or had ei­ 
ther defender held the dou­ 
bleton ten or doubleton king of 
diamonds The way the cards 
were divided, though, South 
later had to lose a club trick 
and go down one 
Actually, declarer was the 
victim of a blind spot He had 
the contract firmly in tow 
after winning the diamond fin­ 
esse All he then had to do was

I hava scoured tho scientific 
literature in the hope that I 
could find an answor to a most 
devastating problem.

Have you any knowledge 
of such a relationship? Can you 
direct mo to a source of infor­

Dear Mr. C. : 
I am surprised that you have 
not been able to find the infor­ 
mation you seek. There is a 
long-standing recognition of 
the occasional existence of im­ 
potence in the male diabetic. 


Neurological 
abnormalities 
are not unusual in some cases 
of diabetes. Since penile erec­ 
tion is a neurological phenom­ 
enon, it is understandable that 
impotence can occur in some 
instances. 


Dr. Max Ellenberg, special­ 
ist in diabetes at the Mt. Sinai 


Medical Center in New York 
City, reported an interesting 
study of impotence in the male 
diabetic. He classified a 
number of possibilities to ac­ 
count for the condition. Some 
were physical in origin, others 
were psychological in origin. A 
number of forms of treatment 
were tried with varying re­ 
sults. 
The use of hormones did not 


bring very satisfactory results. 
A number of excellent new 
surgical procedures, however, 
are now being tried by plastic 
surgeons 
These operations 
may be of particular signifi­ 
cance because the impotent 
male diabetic does not neces­ 
sarily lose sexual desire. It 
might be advantageous for you 
to pursue this approach to 
therapy.

Hunters 
fight Pa. 
poachers

PITTSBURGH (U P I) - 
Pennsylvania hunters are be­ 
coming increasingly aware of 
their responsibility to alert au­ 
thorities to poaching and other 
hunting violations under a new 
state Game Commission pro­ 
gram. 
SPORT, or Sportsman Polic­ 
ing Our Ranks Together, is 
catching on well a little more 
than a year after its initiation. 
Game Commission spokesman 
Ted Godshall said. 
“ We’ve got to get rid of 
these slob hunters, or they’ll 
get rid of us,” he said, ex­ 
p la in in g th e re a so n for 
SPORT. 
“ In it we encourage sports­ 
men to try to clean up their 
own act, and one of the ap­ 
proaches to it is; if you see a 
v io la tio n , get the guy’s 
number and turn it over. We’ll 
take it from there” 
He em phasized that so- 
called “ slob hunters’’ com­ 
prise only a minute fraction of 
Pennsylvania’s large hunting 
population. 
The program’s biggest suc­ 
cess so far came earlier in No­ 
vem ber when a Jefferson 
County hunter saw four deer 
carcasses hanging in a wooded 
section near a camp. Since the 
state’s deer season does not 
begin until Nov. 28, he alerted 
district game protector Adam 
O’Hara. 
O’Hara put the area under 
surveillance, and witnessed 
eight Pittsburgh men return­ 
ing to retrieve the whitetails. 
The deer had been shot with 
.22 caliber rifles. 
The eight men were fined up 
to $800 dollars eadi, and face 
revocation of their hunting 
rights. 
“This is one of the exam­ 
ples,’’ Godshall said. “Here 
was a sportsmen who saw 
something he knew dam well 
was illegal. He could have 
walked off and forgotten it, 
but he didn’t.’’ 
Godshall said calls are in­ 
creasing every day, and that 
he has been told 
law en­ 
forcement officals that the 
number of successful prosecu­ 
tions is also increasing. 
The height of the hunter’s 
year, the regular two-week 
antlered deer season, opens 
one-half hour before sunrise 
Monday, Nov. 28. The two-day 
a n tle rle ss d eer season is 
scheduled for Dec. 16-17. 
Game Conunission officials 
said they expect reported har­ 
vests in excess of 100,000 deer 
this season, m atching the 
yearly total for the past 10 
years. 
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Vaughn almost makes jump from U.N.C.LE. to FDR

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It’s a 
big jump from television’s popu­ 
lar “Man from U.N.C.L.E” to a 
stage portrayal of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt but Robert Vaughn al­ 
most makes it in his one-man ren­ 
dition of Dore Schary’s “FDR” at 
the capital’s National Theater. 
The operating word is “ al­ 
most.” Vaughn does his best. But 
perhaps no actor could bring off 
the complex personality of the man 
who led the nation through the De­ 
pression and the worst of World 
War II, becoming in the process its 


most loved and despised modem 
president. 
Vaughn deserves credit for try­ 
ing, however. While the script 
tends to hurry the audience 
through the momentous peaks and 
valleys of Roosevelt’s life, it vivid­ 
ly recalls the actions and state­ 
ments that mobilized a nation and 
helped him win the White House 
four times. 
It also illustrates the attitude 
that so infuriated his critics. One 
of FDR’s first actions as president 
was to close the banks to save 
them from backruptcy. Later, dis­ 


cussing the legality of his action, 
he said, “ if there is no law to get 
something done, you make a law.” 
Or again, weighing chances for 
his legislative program: “ Once 
you’re given power, you’ve got to 
use it, not shiver and groan and 
moan at every decision.” And eva­ 
luating his friends and critics: “I’d 
rather have Will Rogers on my 
side than a lot of those senators.” 
There was his ill-fated plan to 
pack the Supreme Court — the 
“nine old men” who knocked down 
with monotonous regularity his 
early plans to combat the Depres­ 


sion. Roosevelt never publicly ad­ 
mitted that his ploy was a massive 
political blunder. 
P rivately, while resting at 
Warm Springs, Ga., from his land­ 
slide 1936 victory over Alf Landon, 
he could tell an aide facetiously, “I 
didn’t want to pack the Court 1 
just wanted to revise it!” Then, 
becoming serious: “You want to 
know the truth? I made a mis­ 
take.” 
The most poignant moments, 
of course, deal with FDR’s efforts 
to strengthen Britain for the inevi­ 
table showdown with Hitler, his 


fight with conservatives over the 
destroyers for bases deal and final­ 
ly the Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor — “ a date which will live 
in infamy.” 
Through it all, Vaughn shuttles 
about the stage in a wheelchair, 
the cig arette holder that was 
FDR’s trademark jutting challeng- 
ingly in the air. He bears a striking 
resemblance to Roosevelt, particu­ 
larly when he turns his head to 
provide a profile for the audience. 
The Roosevelt voice is not 
quite there, however. It lacks the 
nasal mellifluence of the famed 


fireside chats. Vaughn explains by 
saying he never heard FDR’s con­ 
versational voice. 
To a participant in those times, 
it comes as something of a shock 
to realize that FDR has been fol­ 
lowed in the White House by Tru­ 
man, Eisenhower, Kennedy, John­ 
son, Nixon, Ford and now Jimmy 
Carter For them. “FDR” provides 
an effective touchstone to history. 
Whether Vaughn's performance 
will stir similar feelings among 
younger theater goers, who lack 
the advantage of firsthand experi­ 
ence, is another matter

AMHERST, Mass. (UPI) - 
In a little role reversal, stu­ 
dents at the University of 
Massachusetts have finished 
grading their professors —and 
some of them flunked. 
A 128-page booklet prepared 
by the Academic Affairs Com­ 
mittee of the Student Senate 
lists the course, professor’s 
name, salary and what stu­ 
dents thought of the instructor 
and the course.
